Littlestown, 
Adams 
county, 
Pennsylvania, 
was

brother 
of 
Michael Will. However, we have no 
definite proof. 
The inscriptions from the stone 
m arking the grave of Jacob W ill is 
as follows; 
“In memory of 
Jacob Will 
who departed this life on 
the 27th day of October 1812. 
Aged 74 years 
and 17 -days.” 
The grave of Elizabeth (Shriver) 
Will is unmarked, but we presume 
th a t she is buried beside her hus­ 
band, since there is an unm arked 
grave beside 
W e do know th a t 
she died sometime after her hus­ 
band for she is mentioned in his 
will, more details of which will be 
given later. 
We have had many inquiries re­ 
garding the interm arriage of the 
Shriver and Will families. We think 
th a t the following list will be ample 
explanation. 
Andrew Shriver, .sec­ 
ond of the name, and one of the 
early settlers, if not the first, at 
Conewago, was m arried in 1733 to 
Anna M aria Keiser (born Septem ­ 
ber 1710), and they were the par­ 
ents of the following children:

Will, and according to the data we 
have pertaining to the Shriver fam ­ 
ily.

I By the Associated Press J 
W ashington, M arch 29—Leaving 
behind them costly stores of equip­ 
m ent buried indefinitely in the polar 
snows, the men of the United States 
Antarctic expedition voyaged home­ 
ward today after almost two years at 
the bottom of the world. 
Officials in radio communication 
with the historic C utter Bear dis­ 
closed th a t 26 m en evacuated by 
plane earlier this week from the 
expedition’s ice-bound east base left 
behind everything they could not 
bring out on their backs or in their 
pockets. 
Personal effects, food sufficient for 
m onths, books and scientific equip­ 
m ent were included. 
All the sup­ 
plies, however, are expected to be 
safe until the next expedition arrives 
—possibly years hence. 
Also abandoned were the expedi­ 
tion’s 27-ton “Snow Cruiser,” build­ 
ings, 
cooking 
equipment, 
power 
tools and other bulky items, but 
from the outset there was no in­ 
tention of bringing these back. 
Besides the 26 men on the Bear, 
enroute 
to 
Punta 
Arenas, Chile, 
there are 33 men from the west base 
homeward bound aboard the In ­ 
terior departm ent survey ship North 
Star. 
The two groups were sep­ 
arated by some 1,200 miles during 
their A ntarctic stay. 
Both ships will leave the Chilean 
port about April 2 for the United 
States, the North S tar being due 
May 15 a t Seattle and the Bear five 
days later at Boston. 
Original plans contem plated a five 
or six year stay in the Antarctic for 
the expedition, but its work was 
ended prem aturely when congress 
refused to vote any further funds
